15 FORTFUL FACTS ABOUT ROYAL CASTLE 


Begun in the 11th century by 

William the Conqueror and 
originally a wooden fortress, the 
castle took 16 years to build and 
was designed to be a day's march 
from the Tower of London. 

Home to 40 monarchs since 

Henry I moved in, it was 
rebuilt in stone by Henry II and 
besieged twice during the reign of 
King John. 

Over the centuries the castle 

has been expanded by other 
monarchs including Edward III, 
who also established the Order of 
the Garter - its knights still 
proceed through the castle each 
year. George IV added romantic 
battlements and scaled up its 
famous Round Tower. 

St George's Chapel, dating to 

1475, is famous for its 76 
heraldic statues of beasts such as 
lions and dragons. It’s the last 
resting place of 10 monarchs 
including Henry VIII and Charles 
I, imprisoned there before his 
execution in 1649. 

The Queen will be buried in 

George VI Memorial Chapel, 
a 1969 annex where King George 
VI and the Queen Mother are 
buried, and the ashes of Princess 
Margaret, the Queen's sister, are 
interred. 

Prince Philip's funeral was at 

the chapel after he died at 
Windsor in 2021. His body will be 
moved from the Royal Vault to be 
with the Queen.

ENGINEERS could 3D- 
print tools on Mars - made 
from the planet itself.

FIRMS will be thrown a 
lifeline this week with an

Pint will cost more than fuel

BUYING milk could soon be 
more expensive than petrol 
as prices are turbo-charged. 

‘The cost of milk has soared by 
two-thirds in the past year, reaching 
86p a pint - the equivalent of 
£1.50 a litre. 

Although petrol hit a record 191p 
a litre earlier this year, it has been 
falling steadily and in some places is 
already down to almost £1.50. 

And itis predicted to drop further, 
meaning milk could be more expen- 
sive than the motoring fuel. 

Trade magazine The Grocer re- 
ported: “Dairy is at the sharp end of 
food and drink price increases, with 
milk leading the charge. 

“The average price of semi- 
skimmed milk has seen a market 
change since July and at an average 
86p has increased 65% year on year.” 

Petrol prices could fall a further 
15p, which would take the current 
average price of £1.66 right down to 
the current cost for a litre of milk. 

The high cost of cow juice is partly 
due to other prices rising, including 
electricity and fuel for lorries. 

Electricity is required for milking 
machines, processing and 
refrigeration, while the cost of milk

churns has also risen. And diesel or 
petrol is needed for transportation. 

It is cheaper to buy milk in bulk 
but this is not normally an option for 
older people on a budget or those 
living alone. 

Semi-skimmed milk, however, 
can be stored in the freezer. 

National Farmers’ Union presi- 
dent Minette Batters said: “Costs are 
rising rapidly on farms across the 
country.” 

‘The cost of fuel is artificially high 
because of short supplies. 

‘The AA said: “There is hope prices 


will continue to fall by as much as 
15p as rising interest rates and the 
threat of global recession creates a 
decline in demand, which should 
enable the oil supply to stabilise.”

If someone has been hired on a temporary basis to cover your position, 
this ensures the company can give them adequate notice that their role 
will be coming to an end and to then prepare for your return. The notice 
period required is usually about two months (but always check your com- 
pany’s policy on this), and this should always be submitted in writing.
